Washington, May 18 .—Navy dep art­ 
ment officials aro beginning to show a 
httle ficnsitiveness to criticism in the 
matter of delay in bringing tho Sp an­ 
ish fleet into action, conscious as they 
axe that they have made all disp atch 
comp atible wdth due regard for the 
gaiety of our own p orts as well as of 
the hves of the crews of our warship s. 
Bfery day there is talk of a change in 
tho naval p lans brought about by some 
movement of the Sqanish squadron, but 
what the latest p hase of the camp aign is 
nobody outside 'mi the members of the 
war board is comp etent to say . 
The general imp ression y esterday wa? 
that no p articul^ effort is to be made 
just now to p ursue the Sp aniards so 
long as they keep w ithin the confines ol 
‘the Gulf of Mexico and the Carribean 
» •ea, but that Samp son and Schley in 
« oombination will encircle the island of 
>Ouba, maintain the blockade and con­ 
voy troop s across the Florida straits if 
necessary , meanwhile simp ly keep ing a 
■watch on the Sp anish fly ing squadron 
to see that it does not do mischief either 
to the American fleet, or by escap ing 
tnto the Atlantic, to the seaboard cities. 
By this p lan the military and naval 
officials might hop e to silence the rather 
severe criticisms that are being ex­ 
p ressed because of delay s in op ening 
the military camp aign in Cuba itself. 
Considerable p ressure has come up on 
the administration from congressional 
quarters to have the camp aign hastened,

Every day there is talk of a change iii 
the naval plans brought about by some 
movement of the Sqanish squadron, but 
what the latest phase of the campaign is 
nobody outside of the members of the 
war board is competent to say. 
The general impression yesterday was 
that no particular effort is to be made 
just now to pursue the Spaniards sc 
long as they keep within the coniines of

♦Cuba, maintain the blockade and con- 
Toy troops across the Florida straits if 
necessary, meanwhile simply keeping a 
watch on the Spanish flying squadron 
to see that it does not do mischief either 
to the American fleet, or by escaping 
Into the Atlantic, to the seaboard cities. 
By this plan the m ilitary and naval 
officials might hope to silence the rather 
severe criticisms that are being ex­ 
pressed because of delays in opening 
the military campaign in Cuba itself. 
Considerable pressure has come upon
